Continuation of 2. NOTE: With respect tti*Sfe issue of further search and/or consideration, jSTCposed new claim 19 contains the element 
of "a plurality of clusters," which has not been searched or considered previously during prosecution. Also, as the last two limitations of 
proposed independent claim 19 differ in wording and scope from the previously submitted claims of record, further search and/or 
consideration is inherently required. 

With respect to the issue of new matter, the "plurality of clusters" does not appear to have antecedent basis in the specifcation or claims 
as orgianlly filed, and, therefore, may new matter. 

Also, examiner cannot respond to applicants' arguments without at least furtehr consideration, as they are based on the wording of the 
instantly proposed claims, and not the wording of the claims examiner rejected based on the cited prior art of record. 
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
